SUPERIN TENDENT’S REPORT 


Mrs. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 

I hereby submit for your consideration my four- 
teenth annual report of the Thornton schools. 

The schools opened in September 19382 with the 
following teachers: Ethel U. Bronson, West Thornton; 
Frances E. Braley, Center; Glen H. Sturtevant, Mad 
River; and Isabelle M. Kimball, Lyford. 

The school census, taken in September, showed 46 
boys and 381 girls, or a total of 77 children in town be- 
tween the ages of five and sixteen. The total number 
of children registered in the local schools was 57 on 
September 30, 19382. 

This year there are sixteen who are registered in 
high schools—Plymouth, Woodstock and Lincoln, and 
four who are attending elementary schools outside of 
the district. 

The following pupils completed the work of the 
eighth grade, namely: Lester Willie Avery, Margaret 
Louise Broad, Richard Sherward Downing, Thomas 
Emery Downing, Robert Leonard Haynes, Hazel Edith 
Ripley, Charles Leonard Robertson and Irene Pearl 
Shores. 

The following named children had a perfect at- 
tendance for the year and received certificates at the 
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grammar school graduation, namely: Edward Brown, 
Daniel Cochrane, Edward Haynes, Alfred Howard, 
Theresa Howard, Arlene Merrill and Herman Wright. 

The Center Thornton school building was shingled 
and a piece of a new sill put in. The other repairs 
were minor items. 

The underpinning at the Center school needs some 
repairing to keep out the cold. A woodshed door is 
needed at West Thornton and the shed floor repaired 
at Lyford school house. 

The health examination was made by Miss Addie 
Bilodeau, R. N., Lincoln. Miss Bilodeau’s report is 
appended which shows the extent of her work. She 
has done a great deal for our schools in follow-up work. 

This year we have three transportation routes, 
namely: one to Woodstock, and two to the Center 
school. For a short time in the fall, we had a route 
to Mad River school. After the families moved away, 
this was discontinued. 

From the teachers’ registers, the following data 
was gleaned: Ten visits were made by members of the 
school board, 194 by citizens and 134 by the superin- 
tendent. The total unrepeated registration was sixty- 
four. 

The percent of attendance was 94.88 which is a 
little gain over the preceding year. There were seven 
school board meetings held. ; 

Health is the first cardinal principle of education. 
This is taught in all schools and the work accomplished 
by the school nurse is of great value in putting across 
the health principles. May we have the heartiest co- 
operation of pupils and parents in getting health habits 
well established in the lives of the children.
